REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4-6, 9, and 14 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance. 

2. Regarding claim 1, the prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest a support system for an 
x-ray source, including wherein the horizontal axis of rotation of the x-ray source is positioned 
on the support arm such that a portion of an envelope of the x-ray source is positioned on teh 
support arm lower edge of the x-ray source remains below the lower edge of the support arm and 
the lower edge of the mounting device independently of the angle of rotation about the horizontal 
axis of rotation; and a line extension of the horizontal axis of rotation of the x-ray source is 
laterally displaced with respect to a vertical axis of symmetry of the mounting device, in 
combination with all of the other limitations in the claim. Claim 2, 4-6, and 9 are allowed by 
virtue of their dependency. 

3. Regarding claim 14, the prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest a support system for an 
x-ray source, including wherein the horizontal axis of rotation of the x-ray source is positioned 
on the support arm such that a lower edge of the x-ray source is disposed below the lower edge 
of the support arm and the lower edge of the mounting device, independently of an x-ray source 
angle of rotation about the horizontal axis, wherein a line extension of the horizontal axis of 
rotation of the x-ray source is laterally displaced with respect to a vertical axis of symmetry of 
the mounting device, and is parallel to lines extending along each of two side edges of the x-ray 
source; and wherein one of the lines of one of the two side edges of the x-ray source extends on 
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one vertical side of the mounting device, and the other line of the other side edge extends 
through the mounting device, in combination with all of the other limitations in the claim.
